2) ...be assured it is not all that God knows, but it is all that God 
wants us to know.

3) Isaiah 55:9 For as the heavens are higher than the earth, so are 
my ways higher than your ways, and my thoughts than your 
thoughts. 

4) ...are not for the sake of historical fact, but for perpetual 
character. The means of God are revealed to us in the Word of 
God by the Spirit of God. 1 Corinthians 2:10 But God hath 
revealed them unto us by his Spirit: for the Spirit searcheth all 
things, yea, the deep things of God. 


1) 2 Peter 1:21 For the prophecy came not in old time by the will 
of man: but holy men of God spake as they were moved by the 
Holy Ghost. 

2) ...pour our of the hands of frail men. Never violating the 
character, intelligence, language or literary style. 


3) ...That Holy Spirit employed real people to pen the Scripturef 
encourages us to be pure vessels, but not out of touch with real 
life. 


4) Numbers 20:11 And Moses lifted up his hand, and with his rod 
he smote the rock twice: and the water came out abundantly, 
and the congregation drank, and their beasts also. 2 Samuel 
11:4 And David sent messengers, and took her; and she came in 
unto him, and he lay with her; for she was purified from her 
uncleanness: and she returned unto her house. 

5) ...Paul and Barnabas' disagreement. Yet despite the reality of 
their own depravity, the correspondence of God's message was 
delivered. Realize that despite our weaknesses God can use us. 
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1) ...all converging into one seamless, harmonious, infallible Book the 
Bible. How is that possible? There is more than glue holding that Bible 
together, the Holy Spirit of God is the binding and sealing agent at 
work in the scriptures. 

2) 2 Samuel 23:2 The Spirit of the LORD spake by me, and his word was 
in my tongue. 

3) John 10:35 ...the scripture cannot be broken; 

4) Hebrews 3:7 is a quotation of Psalm 95:7 ...as the Holy Ghost saith, To 
day if ye will hear his voice, 

5) John 14:26 But the Comforter, which is the Holy Ghost, whom the 
Father will send in my name, he shall teach you all things, and bring all 
things to your remembrance, whatsoever I have said unto you. 

6) John 16:12-15 I have yet many things to say unto you, but ye cannot 
bear them now. Howbeit when he, the Spirit of truth, is come, he will 
guide you into all truth: for he shall not speak of himself; but 
whatsoever he shall hear, that shall he speak: and he will shew you 
things to come. He shall glorify me: for he shall receive of mine, and 
shall shew it unto you. All things that the Father hath are mine: 
therefore said I, that he shall take of mine, and shall shew it unto you. 

7) 1 Thessalonians 2:13 For this cause also thank we God without 
ceasing, because, when ye received the word of God which ye heard of 
us, ye received it not as the word of men, but as it is in truth, the word 
of God, which effectually worketh also in you that believe. 

8) ...mistakes and contradictions. It serves as a factor for gaining power 
and subjugating unknowing nations." No the Bible is a collection of the 
revelation of God, scientifically verified. It is full of the supernatural 
truth of God and archaeologically proven history. It serves as a factor 
for freeing men from the bonds of sin and wrath and illuminating the 
path of uncertainty in life.
